On the same track he wonthe mile dash with 
Krupp Gun, the mile heat with King Faro, 
the three-quarter dash with Egypt, and the 
Merchants’ stakes with Blue Eye. Last, but 
not by no means least, was his victory in the 
mile and an eighth dash yesterday with Check- 
mate. 

BILLY O’BRIEN, 
who sat Joe Rhodes in such magnificent style 
in yesterday’s hurdle, is a white boy, and 
comes from Lexington, Kentucky, the home 
of so many crackriders. Yesterday was the 
first time he ever strode the winning horse, 
and his performance stamps him as a good 
one. 

JIM M’LAUGHLIN,

January stakes, is a New York rider, and 
won his reputation at Louisville, when he 
piloted Bramble on to victory and rod three 
winners in one day.

very anxious, and probably had not many 
‘*monkeys’’ on the event, while the Princess, 
as the ubiquitous and obsequious Cockney re- 

orters put it, ‘*jested and laughed with her 
Coben and brother over the amusing inci- 
dents seen among the crowd with a vivacity 
and enjoyment which was pleas- 
urable to witness.’’ I believe 
that is the usual form. In_ honor 
of the hundreth Derby, too, the jockeys all 
wore new jackets and caps, and certainly no 
prettier sight was ever seen on arace course 
than these twenty-three horses plunging to- 
ward home, sleek, beautiful and full of fire, 
bearing their gorgeous riders attired in glisten- 
ing satin of every known color—Lord Rose- 
bery’s primrose and rose hooks, Count La- 
grave’s blue, red sleeves and white cap, Mr. 
Gretton’s orange and purple, Lord Falmouth’s 
white, black sleeves and white cap, Mr. 
Houldsworth’s green and gold and yellow, 
Rothschild’s dark blue and yellow. These 
are not what our English cousins call‘ ‘gaudy’ ’ 
—that term is reserved for Mr. Lorillard’s 
colors—but withal they make a very brilliant 
pagoereess,

NEWPORT YACHT CLUB. 


The Fleet of Fast Craft at the Famous 
Seaside Resort—Officers and Club- 
House. 

[From the New York Herald. | 

The Newport Yacht Club will formaily open 
the season in about ten days. This club was 
organized June 15, 1876, the members com- 
posing it being gentlemen who come here to 
spendthe summer. The club-room is open 
about three months in the year. The club- 
house is located near the head of Long Wharf, 
being in an excellent position, with a large 
covered piazza, from which a fine view of the 
harbor is obtained. The wharf in front of the 
club building is about 300 feet in length. The 
estimated value of the yachts belonging to the 


club is about $131,000, this sum being based 
on what yacht property has recently sold for 
at public as well as at private sale. 

THE FLERT. 

The club books show that three large schoon- 
ers, twelve sloops, twenty-eight catboats and 
three steamers comprise the fleet. The fastest 
schooner is the yacht Resolute, owned by A. 
S. Hatch, of New York, who has recently 
rented her ¢o a party of New York bankers. 
The fastest sloop is the Arrow, owned by Mr. 
Ross R. Winans, of Deltimore, son of the late 
Thomas Winans, the millionaire inventor and 
manufacturer, who died in this city a year 
ago. ‘Two of the othersloops deserve mention 
on account of their well-known speed. one 
being the Wayward. belonging to David 
Sears, of Boston, and the other the Schemer, 
belonging to Mr. C. S. Lee, of New York. 
The fastest catboat is the Gleam, 24 feet long, 
owned by Mr. George L. Gower, Reading 
Clerk of the Rhode Island House of Repre- 
sentatives. This craft has never been beaten 
in a time race, and she has wonseveral prizes. 
The Fidget, 28 feet long, is another of the 
catboats which has an excellentrecord. She 
is owned by Irving Grinnell, Commodore of 
the New Hamburg (N. Y.) Yacht Club. The 
Hebe, 24 feet lang, belonging to Mr. Richard 
Youmans,* of Newport. has also shown re- 
markable speed. The Lotty and the Titania, 
both owned bythe commodore of the club, 
Mr. Samuel F, Pratt, of Boston, have never 
been beaten ina time race. These peculiar 
boats have flexible rudders and a very queer- 
looking rig, the invention of their owner, for 
the purpose of simplifying the hand- 
ling of a boat and getting the great- 
est amount of benefit from the sails. 
The bowsprit is hin to the boom 
instead of being fastened to the boat, an 
works around the mast, being always in a line 
with the boom.« The principal advantage of 
this peculiar rig, the Commodore states, is that 
when the mainsail is full the jib is also full, 
whether she be close-hauled or going before 
the wind. There are no jibsheets to look out 
for, the jib taking care of itself after it is once 
hoisted in its place. When the boatman de- 
sires to go mto a wharf it is but two minutes’ 
work to lower the jib, roll it up, pull outa 
pin on one side of the bowsprit swi 
on board and fasten it to the boom.

BLANQUI’S PARDON. 


A Man of Many Prisons. 
[From the New York Herald. | 

M. Louis Auguste Blanqul, the veteran con- 
spirator and leader of the proletariat, has been 
accorded a pardon. ‘I'he success of M. Blan- 
qui’s friends is virtually the result of an alibi. 
Their arguments are based on what they 
claim to be notorions facts. It wiil be 
remembered that M. Blanqui was sen- 
tenced to death by the Government of Nation- 
al Defense in February, 1871, but 


he escaped. The next heard of him was his 
arrest by the succeeding government on March 
17 at his sister’s house at Bretonoux, Depart- 
ment of the Lot. As the Commune did not 
break out unti] March 18, he, being in prison, 
could not have been actively engaged in it. 
Legally speaking, he was therefore uncon- 
nected with the revolt, and should have been 
either -shot in accordance with the 
sentence of February, 1871, or let 
alone. Keeping in view, however, that the 
Government of National Defense had been 
declared to be a rev olutionary authority by the 
succeeding government, the latter was 
estopped from either confirming the judg- 
ment of that body or prosecuting a man for 
having opposed its illegal authoritv. These 
are the logical and, if accurate in all respects, 
-conclusive arguments of M. Blanqui’s friends, 
who, headed by M. Clemenceau, have 
achieved success at Jast.

Remarkable Fossil Tracks. 

In the early summer of 1877, as Mr. Jacob 
Lower, of Ellsworth, whose farm is on the 
town line joining on the west line of Canfield, 
Mahoning county, was clearing off the dirt 
from a large bed of sandstone for the purpose 
of quarrying stone fur a building, he came 
upon what appeared to him to be several rews 
of the tracks of some gigantic animal.

senoo! Of Art and Design fully $120,000 
in money and art works. Puhis, however, is 
not anendowment. This last is what this de- 
partment of the university stands most in need 
of. When that is secured, there will be nothing 
to prevent a most gratifying success. As it 
is now, students who go there must pay 
their tuition, and many who have 
genius cannot afford the expense. The day is 
longed for when by the generosity of some 
good man the course of instruction shall be 
free to every deserving boy or girl. 

The Schoo] of Art and Design is intended to 
combine the useful with the ornamental, and 
the preliminary steps taken differ in no respect 
trom those taken to gain excellence in pure art. 
The course of study is the result of 
personal examinations in the various 
schools of art, schools of design and industrial 
art schools of England and France, as well as 
those of America. A person pursuing such a 
course will be well fitted for an architect, a 
teacher, or be enabied toenter upon a thor- 
ougb course of art study asa profession. There 
is work enough laid out in the course to keep a 
student seven years working from one to 
two hours a day, but it is hardly expected that 
any one student will undertake a!l this. It only 
shows the completeness and thoroughness of 
the department. 

There are now on exhibition over 800 exer- 
cises, allthe work of students who have come 
into the school at various times during the last 
eighteen months, and who Degan with the ru- 
diments. When the shorts period of instruction 
and training are taken into the account, 
many of these exercises are really 
wonderful. There are pumerous samples from 
every stage, trom the simplest linear drawing 
by the aid of instruments to painting and free- 
handed technical and miscellaneous studies. 
It may not be asimposing a gallery as some, 
but itis exceed ngly interesting and full of sur- 
prises to those who know 
the teaching of art in St. 
is but in its early infancy. Here 
a glance you see the. broad and solid founda- 
tion for a glorious future, not only for St. Louis 
but for the whole continent and the whole 
world. Itis but the budding promise of what 
the older countries have long exclusively en- 
joyed, to the envy of the more vigorous people 
of the United States. Of course the efforts 
made by the students at paiuting and drawing 
directly from life and still subjects excite the 
most interest, for here there is expected to be 
found the revelation’ of genius in its highest 
and noblest development, as wellas the prac- 
tical result of the teacher’s work. In making 
sketches from natural scenery, the pupils 
are allowed to go out, and make 
their own selection of subjects and d» their 
work without thea lofateacher. When they 
have got a piece ready they bring ii into the 
school and there have it criticised. 

Some ot these bits of painting a.¢ really ex- 
cellent and betray at once more chan ordinary 
ability. Among these nay be men- 
tioned a deck-hand or steamboat 
roustabout, painted from life by 
J. H. Fry. The coloring is good, the figure is 
well drawn, and the general expression admir- 
able. This was done by a youth who has been 
studying only eighteen months. Jas. Barnsby 
has a picture ot aGerman housemaid that is 
very strong, and Chas. H. Hallowell has a sim- 
ilar piece of unquestioned excellence.The head 
of a Turk, a charcoal drawing@ by Miss 
Lizzie Sylvester, is remarkably well done, as is 
also a head of Ajax by the same talented 
young lady. An autumn sketcen by young 
liallowell would do credit to an artist of much 
greater pretensions, and Mr. Tom Young has 
a still life study whichis guite surprising for 
its freshness. Miss Lucy Spillman 
bas a picce, in oil, represent- 
ing and owl, some old books anda bunch of 
fiowers, taken from thethings asthey were 
and done most admirably for a beginner. 

Many of the charcoal sketches of classic 
forms and heads as well asthose from living 
models were made in an hour’s time and show 
wonderful aptness. It would be impos- 
sible in the space of a short 
acceunt such as this must be to give a .tair 
conception of the progress made by tne poe 
There are bundreds of fine specimens of wood 
carving, architectural drawings, original de- 
signs anc mechanical drawings.
